of old age is a badge of ignominy, Tessault had 
allowed herself to grow old furiously. 
She was 
full of lines, deep ones that furrowed her face, and 
her hair, which it is true she had tinted as it 
struggled to become gray, fitted her head like a 
grim wig of fluted copper— hard— unrelenting. 


There was a fierce look of bird about old 
Tessault. She reminded you of a weather-beaten 
eagle. There was a certain grandeur to her big, 
bony figure; a certain power to her hooked, 
aquiline profile. You respected her for the ardu­ 
ous story of her accomplishments, the long, hard 
road from the early days of her struggle to keep 
over the heads of herself and frightened mother 
and sisters the tiny house set in the ten acres of 
mortgaged orange grove. 


Anna Tessault had won out in a big, fine 
fashion. Her shop was one of the most exclusive 
on the West Coast. A corporation had offered to 
buy her out at an astonishing figure.

was in its infancy* True, the years had given her 
precious little time to indulge that predilection. 
People said of her, with amusement, that she was 
the worst dressed woman in Hollywood. She had 
no time. The quick times of affairs were too fast 
for her. Sometimes, late at night, Tessault would 
find time to wind a bit of gauze around her grim 
old hair, or to hold up against her square and bony 
chest a bouffant frock designed for some anc 
young and lovely.

A s he is th e head of the g o v ern ­ 
m ent 
charged 
w ith 
m aking 
a p ­ 
pointm ents, and clothed w ith the 
executive pow er, the president has 
a 
certain 
responsibility 
for 
the 
conduct of all departm ents, com ­ 
m issions, and independent bureaus. 
W hile I w as willing to advise w ith 
the m en in charge of them an d to 
give these officers any assistan ce 
in m y pow er, I alw ays felt they 
should m ake th eir own decisions 
and I rarely volunteered any a d ­ 
vice. 
M any applications are m ade 
requesting th e president to seek to 
influence th ese bodies, and 
such 
applications w ere usually tra n s m it­ 
ted to them for their inform ation 
w ithout com m ent. 
W herever they 
exercise Judicial 
functions, 
I 
a l­ 
w ays felt th a t som e Im propriety 
m ight a tta ch 
to any suggestions 
from me. 
T he parties before them 
are entitled to a fair tria l o n - the 
m erits of th eir case, and to have 
Judgm ent 
rendered 
by 
those 
to 
w hom both 
sides have presented 
th eir evidence, 
lf som e one on 
the outside undertook to interfere, 
even 
if g rav e injustice w as not 
done, th* integrity of a com m is­ 
sion which comes from a know l­ 
edge th a t it can be relied on to 
exercise its ow n Independent Judg­ 
m en t 
would 
be very 
m uch 
im ­ 
paired. 
Never H esitsted 
I never h eeitated to ask com m is­ 
sio n s to speed up their work and 
get th eir business done, but if they 
were not doing 
it correctly 
my 
rem edy would be to supplant them 
w ith those who I thought would do 
b etter. 
At one tim e th e Shipping 
Board adopted a resolution d eclar­ 
ing their independence of the p resi­ 
dent and claiming they w ere re ­ 
sponsible solely to the congress.

school laws force young people to 


, attend school during this period of 
growth. 
Where and how are our 
children to learn to work? 
The great mass of our children 
are not wealthy. They m ust go to 
schools and colleges that are free. 
Again the 
lim itations are plain. 
Schools are not equipped to teach 
work. 
College traditions are book­ 
ish. 
The 
schools 
m ust 
change 
their attitudes toward work. They 
m ust amend the curriculum. Work 
m ust have a place In the educa­ 
tion 
of 
children 
from 
primary 
years through college. 
Unless we 
do this we m ust own to the shame 
of cheating the race of Its chief 
happiness—useful, eelf-chosen work. 
There are bright spots of hope 
here and there In th* schools of 
the 
land. 
They W’ill catch 
and 
spread until by and by there will 
bo neither school nor college that 
does not offer to its pupils and 
students. 
Out In Yellow Springs. 
Ohio, in the old college founded by 
the great m aster, Horace Mann, In 
present day Antioch, there is such 
a college with such a tradition 
Students work and study through­ 
out 
their college course so 
that 
when they are graduated they are 
already fitted Into their particular 
fields. 
You would not expect a boy who 
was kept in forced idleness until 
he reached maturity to flower Into 
a suoceaaful worker, w'ould you? 
That is what threatens our boyg— 
and 
our 
girls. T hat is what 
Antioch Is pledged to prevent. The 
Idea 
la worthy 
of 
your 
best 
thought, your keenest appreciation, 
your help. 
Teach an adolescent to 
work toward a fine end and you 
have saved a fine cltisen to your 
nation—rendered a great service to 
your generation.

CONSTITUTION 
SIGNED 
The 
convention 
of 
delegatee 
from 12 of the IS atates In th« 
Union signed the constitution of 
the United State# on September 
17. 1787. 
Rhode Island alone was unrep­ 
resented at 
the convention ses­ 
sions In Independence hall. Phila­ 
delphia, 
under 
President 
W ash­ 
ington. 
Four months’ work was 
required to complete the consti­ 
tution. with the exception of the 
amendments, in the form in which 
we have It today. 
The 
delegates’ 
work 
was 
promptly 
reproved 
by 
congress 
and at the close of the following 
year had been adopted by l l of 
the atates and placed In operation 
among them. 
The 
other 
two 
states. 
North 
Carolina and Rhode Island, rati­ 
fied the constitution and entered 
into the American Union in 1789 
and 1790, respectively. 
The 
constitution 
replaced 
the 
articles of confederation by which 


the Ill-fated union of the 18 orig­ 
inal states was held together from 
1779 to 1789. 
The articles vested 
no real authority in the common 
representatives 
of 
th* 
several 
commonwealths.
